Two Kentuckians Sottie a 
Difference on tbe Trail - 
Fight With a Mur- 
derer.

In April, 185a, a company formed 
nt Barry, Pike county, Illinois, to go 
to California. It consisted ol Palascl 
Green mid family, Isaac Holman nud 
family, Mrs. Hull, a widow and two 
children: Jeffrey Madison, Frank Don- 
aldson, Malon Bill. II. Huntley, Jo- 
seph Black. Samuel Kistine, Nelson 
Gray and Jay Green, the writer of 
this story. 

We made our way through Missou- 
ri to the city of St. Joseph, May 1; we 
crossed the Missouri river at Duncan's 
ferrv, lour miles above St. Joseph. 
Our first night on the plains was amid 
n terrific thunderstorm. Torrents of 
rain fell upon ns. This was 
onr initiation to the long journey of 
jicrils ami hardships before us. Our 
route lay over the rolling prairie conn- 
try for eighty miles. Passing Fort 
Kearney up the valley of the Platte, 
we toiled on slowly and without any 
particular incident. 

We crossed the Rockies at South 
pass and shortly came to Pacific 
springs, the first water flowing west- 
ward We were now in a land of al- 
kali beds, gravel, bottle rock, sand 
dunes, sage brush, snakes, horned 
I toads, lizards, tarantulas, and every- 
thing that goes to make a first-class 
desert land. 

I should have said that after cross- 
ing the Missouri river our company 
had been joined by other companies, 
and had liccome quite strong in mini- 
liers. 

At Big Sandy Creek, where we 
I cam | >ed nt noon, two Keutnckinns, 
who joined us, and who were part 
tiers in the team they drove, had a 
quarrel over their private affairs. 
Their names were Colonel Bosley and 
Major Beal. The war of words be- 
tween the two lieiug over, we pro- 
ceeded. Two days brought us to 
wh.it is called “ 1 /w.t River." At 
this place we took a vote of the com- 
pany and determined to camp until 
noon the next day. The country 
was full of hostile Indians and there 
was some opposition to our delay- 
ing so long. Here Bosley, llenl 
and the writer went fishing. We 
caught a fine trout and that evening 
llie Kentuckians invited me to eat 
supper witli them. We divided the 
trout between us and enjoyed it. The 
liesl of feeling seemed to exist all 
around, and I, then, little dreamed of 
the terrible tragedy to which the thtee 
of us should be pnrties in a few brief 
hours. 

Karly the next morning I was 
awaken by loud and angry talk. I 
got up and found n heated dispute 
going on aliout breaking camp at 
once. I said, "I thought this thing 
was settled yesterday — that we were 
to stay here until noon.” The talk 
quieted down. But Bosley was de- 
termined to go on. He went out and 
got his two mules, and with the assis- 
tance of another man began to har- 
ness the animals. Beal asked, 
"What are you going to do?” 

"I am going on,” was his partner's 
reply 

"I am not." was Beal's quiet an- 
swer. 

Bosley having hitched his mules to 
the wagon drove out of camp, taking 
the two young men with him, Dave 
Dye and Steve Deems, Bosley and Beal 
were under contract to take these 
men to California. Bosley in this 
manner left Beal with a pair of mules 
and harness. He applied to me and 
my partner, Mr. Gray, for conveyance 
to California. We took him on con- 
dition that he should do an equal 
share of camp duty, and that we have 
the use of the mules. 

There* was a feeling of uneasiness 
in the camp after Beasley had gone, 
and alter talking the matter over we 
decided to move on. This was 
about ten o’clock a. m. About noon 
we overtook Beasley, who had stop- 
ped to feed his mules. We passed 
him, and soon cante to a very steep 
hill. My team was in the lead. Beal 
was driving it, and I was riding a 
small mule. When we gained the 
top of the hill I told Beal to wait for 
the other teams to come up. I dis- 
mounted from my mule and Beal got 
down from the wagon. Just at this 
time Bosley appeared at the top of the 
hill riding a mare and carrying a 
double-barreled shotgun on the horn 
of his saddle. He rode up quickly, 
his eye flashing intense anger and de- 
manded: 

"Major, are you going to leave ine 
in this kind of a way?" 

Beal replied firmly: "Yes, sir, I am." 

Bosley instantly raised his gun mut- 
tering something I could not under- 
stand, and fired. Beal received the 
charge in his left breast. I sprang 
forward to save the man’s life, but 
not in time. I grasped the muzzle of 
his gun and held it down, but the fa- 
tal messenger had sped. I command- 
ed Bosley to surrender. Still holding 
the gun by the barrels, l tried to wrest 
it from him, and in the effort pulled 
him out of his saddle. Then ensued 
a terrible struggle between us for ihe 



possession of the gun. Bosley retain- 
ed his hold upon it. He was a large 
1 and muscular fellow, and he was in a 
frenzy. He cocked the lock on the 
I loaded barrel and pushed me back- 
ward, all the time endeavoring to 
I bring the gun in range with my body, 
I while I was struggling ns desperate- 
| ly to hold the muzzle on the ground. 

( In this way lie ran me back to some 
I brambles. My feet became entangled 
| and I fell on my hands and knees. 

Bosley covering my heal and shoul- 
I <kr with his breast and throwing his 
arms around me. I still held to the 
gun. Bosley retained his hold upon 
' it. I called lor help. I shouted mur- 
* dertNo one came to my relief. Therest 
of tin- company was not in sight. My 
legs were crossed. I was powerless. 
I kept on struggling, and at last got 
my feet squarely under me. With all 
my strength I suddenly raised erect, 
lilting Bosloy off his feet throwing 
him over my head and wrenching the 
gun out of his hands. 

As soon as I was clear from Bosley 
I ran to Beal, raised him up and re- 
posed him against a clump of sage 
brush. He was beyond human aid. 
He died without saying a word. 
Our entire train was soon on the scene, 
anil then shortly another ox train, of 
fifty men arrived. We buried Beal 
and piled up a monument of rocks 
over his grave- Bosley was put un- 
der guard and we traveled on, the ob- 
ject living to join another train, and 
witli this increased number of men 
to hold a council to determine what 
should lie done with Bosley. 

On June 13, 1851, we found a mnle 
train from Pennsylvania bound for 
Oregon, and some packers. We met 
at Hums Fork of Green River. We 
now had at least a hundred men in 
the crowd. It did not take long for 
the leaders of the companies to decide 
tif sin a plan of action, Bosley should 
lie tried then and there for murder. 

A hollow square was formed of ox 
yokes. In the center of the square 
Bosley was made to take a scat upon 
an ox yoke. A man by the name of Rush 
consented to act as Bosley's lawyer 
and conduct the defense. He also 
sat within the circle by Bosley’s side, 
upon an ox yoke. A jury of six un- 
biased men was chosen to hear the 
evidence. The Oregon captain con- 
ducted the trial. The following wit- 
nesses were cnllcd: John Peters, 
Spcnct* Knapp Charles Kllis, Dave 
Ihe ai||l lay Green. 

The jirisoner asked that the wit- 
nesses might lie sworn. The Oregon 
captain administered the oath in be- 
half of the California and Oregon eni- 
migrnnts ns plaintiffs and Leonidas 
B isley as defendent. I was the last 
witness. I testified positively to the 
killing, and was careful to give the 
prisoner the benefit of every word or 
act that might be in his favor. 

When the testimony was all in the 
prisoner arose and said, "Green you 
have done me justice but John Peters 
has not " 

The jury retired from the rest of 
the crowd and soon agreed that the 
prisoner was guilty, but could not fix 
the punishment. The Oregon cap- 
tain then made this statement to the 
crowd. He die# a long line on the 
ground and said: 

“All of you who are in favor of in- 
flicting the death penalty immediate- 
ly will cross that line.” 

The crowd rushed like a flock of 
stieep over the “dead line” not a half 
d izcn refraining from the call of ven- 
geance. The Jury - again retired, and 
then came in with the verdict that 
Bosley should be shot at six o'clock 
the next morning June 14, 185*. 

A special tent was pitched, and 
Bosley was held through the night 
under guard. I visited him that 
evening. lie seemed to care but lit- 
tle for the sentence. I touched his 
feelings by asking him if he had a 
mother, and where she lived? He 
dropped his head a moment and then 
said: 

"OU Green, say nothing of my fam- 
ily." 

He then made a request of me that 
I take charge of some letters he would 
write, and deposit them in the post- 
office at Sacramento. 

1 promised him to do so. He then 
asked me to remain with him through 
tlie night. I told him I could not. 

I was greatly weighed down by the 
strain of the whole affair and with fa- 
tigue, and I told him I would have 
to have gome rest. 

The next morning I visited him 
earlv. I found him dressed in a fine 
broadcloth suit, white shirt and black 
cravat. He was a fine looking man 
in features and physical build. I 
looked upon him and thought: "Dres- 
sed for eternity in this wild and rug- 
ged land." He gave me three letters 
and said that each contained a lock of 
his hair, one to his mother, one to his 
wife and one to his brother. These 
were messengers of death, to bear the 
sad news that would break the hearts 
of loved ones in Kentucky. 

The hour of execution came. Should 
I live ten thousand years I could not 
forget the scene that then transpired. 
All the teams were ordered to drive 
on with the women and children, one 
inaB only was stationed with each 
wagon ; all the other men were re- 
tained. The Oregon captain ordered 
all present to form in a half circle. 
A few refused to do so, whereupon 
they were ordered by the captain to 



toe the mark or leave the ground. All 
then formed in line except myself. I 
waded a slough near by and stood on 
a high point. I was determined to 
watch the proceedings, but would not 
consent to participate in them. 

Twelve men were drawn by the 
ballot to act as executioners. One of 
the party volunteered to load twelve 
rifles, lie was instructed to retire 
from observation and load six rifles 
witli powder and hall and' six with 
powder only. After loading the 
guns the men Iclt them where they 
were and departed. 

The prisoner was held under guard 
about fifty yards distant down the 
road. Two men were sent to get the 
guns, which were placed in the hands 
ol the twelve men, who were then 
marched into line to the place where 
the prisoner awaited death. The 
rest ol tile party took up places in 
the file on eacli side of the road. 

The captain said to Bosley, "what 
is your distance?" 

The doomed man replied, "twelve 
steps." 

The captain then said, "step off 
your ground." 

"I cannot do it you do it for me.” 

The captain answerd, "I will do 
it with you.” 

These two, judge and convict, then, 
side by side, paced off twelve steps 
from the line of men who held their 
rifles in parade manner. 

The Oregon captain then took a 
blanket from Bosley's shoulders and 
spread it on the ground. Bosley 
knelt upon it with his back to the 
riflemen. Up to tiiis time lie boie 
himself with heroic fortitude. He 
asked that he be allowed to give 
tlie signal to fire by raising 
his right hand, and his re- 
quest was gratified. He turned his 
head, looked behind him and asked: 

"Gentlemen are you read}’?" 

I saw a marked change come over 
his face. I cannot describe his look, 
but it was so strange and impressive 
that I can never forget it. He drop- 
ped his head and asked a question 
that started the tears in every eye: 

“Is there one present who will pray 
for me?' ’ 

I11 the file of men with rifles, wait- 
ing the order to fire, was a German 
who, tlie previous evening, had vis- 
ited Bosley in his tent and sought to 
talk with the prisoner concerning 
his spritual welfare and his peace 
witli God. Bosley had at that time 
waived all such consolation. But now 
at the open grave he bowed his head 
and penitently called: “Is there any- 
one present who will pray for me?” 

1 It was this German who at once laid 
down his gun upon the ground and 
stepped forward. I never heard a 
prayer more fervent and eloquent. It 
was an intensely solemn occasion, 
and among all the hardy, rough-man- 
neted men present there was not one 
who was not deeply affected. I claim 
that no man but a Christian could have 
performed this double duty of medi- 
ator and executioner. Ilis prayer con- 
chted, he stepped back into the line 
and took up his riflle. Then the cap- 
tain pronounced these words in a 
clear tone. 

“Make ready!” and twelve rifle bar- 
rels were leveled at the kneeling sac- 
rafice to border justice. 

"Take aiirt,” ami the gunners stead- 
ied themselves for the fatal signal, 
and Bosley’s aight hand went up. 

“Fire!" and instantly flashed the 
volley, reverlierating a wild and un- 
earthly death knell among the craggs 
that looked down upon that awlul 
scene. 

In the clear morning air the smoke 
of the guns curled lazily, and hung 
like a funeral pall over the mangled 
and bleeingd form. 

Four bullets had piercer! tlie body. 
He fell on his face and lay motionless 
for a lew seconds. Then he began 
to raise his head. 1 came near and 
stood in front of him. 

He continued to raise his head and 
body without a struggle. He looked 
me square in the eye, and his mouth 
Was iu motion as though lie was try- 
ing to speak. I watched him closely. 
In an instant a dimness came over 
his eyes and he fell and was dead. 

I believe he knew me and tried to 
tell me somethng. 

We dug a grave and rolled him in 
his blankets and buried him where 
he died.

The political event of the week is 
the defiance of Mr. Cleveland by the 
anti-Cleveland Democratic Senators, 
exhibited in the organizatin of the 
Senate committees. There can be no 
doubt that the Senators acted with 
the deliberate intention of putting 
themselves in a position to get even 
with Mr. Cleveland if he refuses to 
give them what they consider their 
share of the patronage. While it is 
the make-up of the committee on Fi- 
nance that is most talked about, be- 
cause it will have charge of the tariff 
and all financial bills, there is not a 
single important committee that is 
not dominated by Senators known to 
hold views directly opposed to those 
of Mr. Cleveland on a number of sub- 
* jects; and among Democrats the threat 
has been frequently made that Mr. 
Cleveland would be twarted in every 
attempt he makes to secure legislation 
unless he recognises the ' 'influence' ’ 
of the Senators to a much greater ex- 
tent than he has yet shown any dis- 
position to do. 

It would be folly to say Mr. Cleve- 
land enjoyed being dosed by his own 
medicine; he doesn't But being a 
fighter of the most obstinate sort it is 
not probable that he will allow him- 
self to be so easily conquered by the 
Senators. The impression is that he 
will give the Senators responsible for 
this affront to him a chance to see how 
they like being entirely without in- 
fluence in the distribution of patron- 
age. If they refuse to confirm his 
nominations he will simply allow the 
Republican incumbents to remain in 
office, thus placing the responsibility 
for the failure of the Democrats to get 
the offices upon the Senators. A 
Democratic Senator, friendly to Mr. 
Cleveland, in a conversation with a 
personal friend made the prediction 
that before half of his term has ex- 
pired Mr. Cleveland will be openly 
depending upon the Republican 
Senators for support. One thing cer- 
tain, the Republican Senators do not 
propose to allow themselves to be 
used by either side to whack the other 
over the head. They will as a rule 
act as a unit and will vote for what 
they regard as the best for the coun- 
try, regardless of whether it be on the 
side of Mr. Cleveland or of his oppo- 
nents. 

Secretary Carlisle's order directing 
that no news concerning the national 
finances be given out by anyone ex- 
cept himself is anything else but pop- 
ular with the newspaper men, who 
have heretofore been able to get any 
information they wished by simply 
going to the head of the division or 
bureau in charge of that particular 
matter, while now they must take 
their chances of being able to get at 
the Secretary. Had a Republican 
Secretary issued such an order there 
would have been a Democratic howl 
about star-chamber methods from one 
end the country to the other. 

Private Secretary Thurber has not 
made a good impression on the news- 
paper correspondents whose business 
calls them to the White House fre- 
quently, and if he does not change his 
method of treating them as though 
they were so many messenger boys he 
will live to wish he had unless he«lies 
very soon. 

Last week's rule shutting out Dem- 
ocratic editors has been so far modi- 
fied as to allow their applications for 
office to go with the rest, the under- 
standing being that the fact of a man 
being a Democratic editor shall not be 
used against his appointment, nor 
shall it count anything in his favor. 

In other words his application will 
be considered without regard to the 
service he may have rendered through 
his paper to the party, and where the 
appointing power has no personal fa- 
vorite he may even be appointed. 

“Nepotism” has been quietly drop- 
ped from the Democratic vocabulary 
since the sons of Vice President Ste- 
venson, Secretary Carlisle and Gov. 
Gray, the new Minister to Mexico, 
have been provided with government 
positions by their respective fathers. 
Hypocrisy is a worse crime than nep- 
otism, but there are people who do 
not seem to know it. 

Senator Roach’s trouble with the 
Washington bank of which he was 
cashier he went to Dakota, which was 
mentioned in this correspondence 
when he was first elected to the Sen- 
ate, is making things very unpleasant 
for him here, and may result in his 
having to leave the Senate. There is 
much talk among Senators about not 
associating with him, and quite a 
number of them think it their duty to 
expel him, but a majority seems to 
favor leaving the matter with North 
Dakota, net believing that the citizens 
of that State will allow themselves to 
be represented in the U. S. Senate by 
a man who only escaped prosecution 
and punishment for embezzlement be- 
cause the money embezzled was re- 
turned to the bank from which it was 
taken. In view of this feeling there 
has been some rather plain talk about 
Roach having been made chairman of 
the select committee to Investigate 
Trespasses upon Indian Lands by the 
Democratic caucus.

Cleanllneu In Fruit Culture. 

Professor J. E. Humphrey insists 
that the treatment of fungus diseases 
in plants shall be preventive rather 
than remedial. Giving the plant 
abundant nourishment is not suffi- 
cient; tho usual careless practice of 
leaving in the vineyard or orchard, 
lying on tho ground or hanging from 
the branches, tho dead fruits of the 
season which have been destroyed 
by fungi may work infinite mischief, 
as the dead fruits furnish to the 
fungi which attack them the most 
favorable possible soil for further 
and complete development. In tho 
next spring the air is full of tho 
spores of these fungi, which find 
lodgment in the new leaves and 
fruits, and so tho trouble is con- 
tinued.— Now York Telegram.
